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REPORT OF THE HEADMASTER OF McGAW 
NORMAL INSTITUTE 


McGaw opened for the ninety-second year with an 
enrollment of thirty-eight. Since the beginning of 
school, three have left, one because of ill-health and the 
other two because of work opportunities. At present we 
have eighteen girls and seventeen boys. 

We believe, today, in the education of the whole 
child. From a survey of the pupils at our school, over 
a period of the last ten years, I find that more than 
one-third of the pupils have left school before gradua- 
tion. This is too great a mortality and deserves seri- 
ous thought on our part. Possibly the one redeeming 
feature is the fact that so many of our graduates have 
gone on to higher institutions where they have done 
exceptionally well. Proof of this is evidenced by the 
presentation to our school of the “Phi Kappa Phi 
Award,” for outstanding work of a group of Freshmen 
admitted to the University from McGaw in 1940. - 

Because school should present real life situations, we 
have carried on our school as a large family group. 
The problems of individuals have become the problems 
of the group and to that end we have organized a 
miniature student government. This organization is 
active in shaping the policies of the school. 

Regular and prompt attendance at school should, and 
must, be encouraged. The employer, in seeking recom- 
mendations, demands this information for he knows 
that habits formed at the high school level, carry on 
into later life. 

We have a program of diagnostic and remedial work 
in the fundamentals of spelling, arithmetic and geog- 
raphy. The headmaster is seeking to know each pupil 
personally in order that he may offer some guidance 
in the work to follow graduation. 

Besides the regular courses offered each year, we 
have at present the Automobile Drivers’ Course and a 
brief course in the principles of Aeronautics. 

Because of the need for education for leisure we 
have planned something definite for our activity peri- 
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ods. Weather permitting, all pupils are encouraged to 
take part in some out-door organized sport. We have 
encouraged interest in a hobby. Miniature boat and 
airplane construction has been most successful. A few 
woodworking tools are available and several of the 
pupils are taking advantage of this opportunity. 

The work of the Home Economics department, under 
the direction of Miss Braun, has been a credit to the 
school. Several of the classes have taken field trips, 
worked at projects such as furniture upholstering, pa- 
pering of the girls’ room and the regular preparation 
of school lunches. 

The school is fortunate in having Mrs. O’Leary at 
the head of the Mathematics and Science Department. 
Her leadership and friendly cooperation are appreciated 
by all. 

Due to world conditions it is difficult to carry on 
school as usual. All of us have assumed extra duties 
and we tend to live more or less on our nerve. I firmly 
believe that our young people are more steady. in their 
ways than the rest of us. In order to keep them trav- 
eling along the way in a “topsy-turvy” world we dedi- 
cate all our strength.
